Dispatch’s request, and how he did it is told in the following message: 

“HALIFAX, N. S., June 11.—Your cablegram addressed to Gen. Linares, 
Commander-in-Chief, Santiago de Cuba, was sent to Jamaica, thence to San- 
tiago de Cuba and then forwarded to the field to the General by special 
courier. He handed it to the British Consul, requesting him to visit the place 
where the Merrimac’s heroes are detained and forward a reply to me, which 
is as follows: : 

“‘SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 10.—J. Watson Frazer, St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, Halifax, N. S.: 

“Replying to your cablegram, Lieut. Hobson and his men are well.

News that Spain is earnestly seeking peace will be welcome 
news to the people of the United States. 

We have only one object to gain in this war—the freedom of 
Cuba as an act of justice and as a noble atonement for the 
Maine’s destruction. We may safely lay aside all other ob- 
jects which have since been conceived by ambitious politicians. 
The righteousness of the war would be marred by any schemes 
of acquisition or by any delay in reaching peace because of 
opportunity to secure extraneous advantages. 

Lo hold back the blow which would settle the Cuban ques- 
tion and the war in order to grab Porto Rico or to secure a 
firmer hold on the Philippines would be wrong. 

President McKinley’s “kindheartedness,” which is reputed 
to have made him slow to strike a hard blow at the enemy 
or to risk American ships and men in vigorous warfare, reflects 
credit on his sentiments, if not on his reasoning powers. But 
to delay the knock-out blow in order that we may get a foot- 
hold in Porto Rico and a “cinch” on the Philippines would be 
inhuman and wicked.
